Initially, in the Office Action dated April 7, 2004, the Examiner rejects claims 
13-18 under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over European Patent 
Application No. 0674262 (Carlson et al.) in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,632,881 
(Graham). Claims 2-7 and 10-12 are allowed. 

By the present response, Applicants have canceled claims 13-18. Claims 2-7 
and 10-12 remain pending in the present application.
